Washington, August 22.—Leaving 
the anthracite miners and operators

tute fuels and their distribution. 

2—A possible injuncion to prevent 
anthracite miners from striking. 

Invitations were sent to the gov- 
ernors of eleven states Wednesday, Ly 
Federal Fuel Distributor Wadleigh 
at the instance of President Cool- 
idge, for a meeting in New York 
August 28, which is just three days 
the old wage agreement ex-

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The action followed a day of con- 
ferences and deliberation by govern- 
ment officials. Both Wadleigh and 
Commissioner Aitchison, of the inter-

ferred with Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover. 
That the government is considering 
the possibility of an anti-strike in- 
junction was learned Wednesday on 
high authority.

Due to the experience 
with the railroad injunction last year, 
and the storm it would stir among 
labor “leaders, President Coolidge 
would go slow in thia respect.

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AR MAIL PILOTS 
PLUNGE THRU FOG 


IN CRUCIAL TEST! 


Coast to Coast Postal 
Fliers Determined To 
Fulfill Twenty - Eight- 
Hour Schedule.

The two planes which began Tues- 
day the first trial flights of the postof- 
fice department's 28-hour transconti- 
nental mail service program have ar- 
rived at their destinations, and in 
spite of hitches caused by the weather, 
have demonstrated the feasibility of 
the government’s new schedule. 

The eastbound plane arrived at Ha- 
zlehurst field, Long Island, at 4:14 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon, 28 hours 
and 59 minuteg after the taking-off 
time at San Francisco. This was 59 
minutes behind schedule. 

The westbound plane reached San 
Francisco at 6:24 o'clock Pacifi® coast 
time, 31 hours and 23 minutes after 
the departure from New York. Ar- 
rival was three hours and 23 minutes 
behind time. 

Both flights would have been made 
in better than schedule time had not 
both eastbound and westbound planes 
been stalled in the fog barrier around 
Laramie, west of Cheyenne. This fog 
caused hiatus of 50 miles between 
Laramie and Cheyenne on the east- 
ward fight, as the plane making the 
Cheyenne-Omaha lap departed when 
the fog-bound plane was due to have 
arrived. 

Meanwhile two more planes are 
headed towards each other, respective- 
ly making the same flights as east- 
bound plane No. 1 and westbound No. 
1 have completed. Both were re- 
ported flying between S50 and 45 min- 
utes ahead of schedule late Wednesday 
night with weather conditions fa- 
vorable. : 

Pilots of the second two planes are 
striving to be the first te make the 
flight in the scheduled 28 hours or 
less, and, barring unfavorable weather 
developments or other mishap, un- 
doubtedly will, as eastbound plane No. | 
1 and westbound plane No. 1 have 
demonstrated conclusively the practi-

Augusta, Ga., August 22.—W. P. 
O’ Keefe issued the receipts claimed to 
be held by the three petitioners in 
bankruptcy against the Allied Com- 
press company, if they were issued by 
anyone, according to J. P. Woodall, 
p~ Vent of the compress company, 
in his reply to the petition, and they 
were issued without the cotton repre- 
sented by said receipts being receiv- 
ed by the compress company or be- 
ing in existence at the time. 

The compress company declares fur- 
ther in its reply to the petition in 
bankruptcy made late yesterday that 
they are “informed and verily believe” 
that the receipts'referred to were 
“fraudulently issued by the said W. 
P. O'Keefe for his own intents and 
purposes.” 

It is also alleged in the reply that 
the person or persons who received 
such receipts knew them to be “fraud- 
ulently issued,” and that the “receipts 
did not evidence the receipt of any 
cotton, either actually or construc- 
tively, into the possession of the Al- 
lied Compress company, and that the 
holders thereof, the petitioners in 
bankruptcy, are chargeable with the 
knowledge of all the facts as afore- 
stated.” : 

The petitioners referred to are 
Harris, Irby and Vose, of New York 
city, with a claim of $340,000; Amer- 
ican Trust company, of Charlotte, N.

Pueblo, Col., August 22.—Tele- 
phone communication with all 
towns in the Arkansas valley ex- 
cept Fowler, Col., was lost at 11 
o’clock tonight. At 10 o’cleck the 
lowlands around Rocky Ford and 
Manzanola were under water, ac- 
cording to the sheriff of Crowley 
county, who reported over the only 
‘phone remaining at Ordway to 
Pueblo. He declared the water 
would make outside connections 
with the flooded area impossible 
by midnight. 


Pueblo, Colo., August 22.—A large 
irrigation reservoir on the Apishapa 
river, south of Fowler, Colo., has 
broken, according to information re- 
ceived here, and a great body of 
water is moving toward another 
reservoir at Rocky Ford. The water 
early tonight was running four feet 
over the dam at Rocky Ford and city 
officials expressed the fear that when 
the water from the broken reservoir 
south of Fowler reached the Rocky 
Ford dam, the latter wou'd break. 
causing a serious flood. 

A 27-foot wall of water is reported 
to be headed toward Manzanola by 
telephone operators at that place, who 
said the water had 25 miles to go 
before reaching them. The river can 
stand only about a five-foot raise. 
observers said tonight.

HIGHTNING SHUTS 
OFF CITY'S POWER 


Bull Sluice Plant and 
Electric Lines Wrecked 
During Thundershower 
Preceding Cold Wave. 


Lightning bolts knocked the Bull 
Sluice power plant completely out of 
commission, broke the Stone Mountain 
electric transmission line between At- 
lanta and Decatur and wrecked the 
Boulevard station switch during the 
thunderstorm that hit Atlanta Wed- 
nesday evening as the precursor of 
the cold wave predicted for today. 
The damage was estimated around 
$25,000 and resulted in holding up 
traffic temporarily in Atlanta and in 


East Lake, Decatur and 
Clarkston for three hours. 

All four power units at Bull Sluice 
were put out of commission at 4;25 
o'clock and forced a complete. stop- 
page of Atlanta trolley car traffic 
for several minutes until“connections 
could be made with the Tallulah Falls 
power plant. Two units wefe to be 
restored at Bull Sluice for service this 
morning by repair crews working all 
night. 

The break in the Stone Mountain 
line, between Atlanta and Decatur, 
held up trolley traffic for 17. min- 
utes until a new connection could be 
established. The wrecking of the 
Boulevard station switch, which con- 
trols light and power current into 
four Atlanta suburbs and into down- 
town Atlanta, caused the most in- 
convenience to the public during the 
three hours it took to re-establish 
service. 

Steam plants were called into serv- 
ice to supplement the Tallulah power 
after the Bull Sluice plant had. been 
knocked out of commission.

LABOR GhiltF SEES 
WASTE IN SCHOOLS 


Quinn Says Too Much 
Was Paid for New Prop- 
erties, Too Little Re- 
ceived for Old. 


Charging that public money has 
been uséd with extravagance in At- 
lanta’s school  bwilding program, 
Emmett L. Quinn, former president 
of the Atlanta Federation of Trades 
and vice president of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Labor, stated Wednesday 
night on the floor of the local labor 
federation that $270,000 had been 
paid for vacant school properties in 
Atlanta in excess of the valuation by 
the city tax office. : 

Mr. Quinn's statement-wiés made in 
discussing the issuing of bonds for 
public improvements. He declared 
that recently abandoned school prop- 
erty had heen sold for much less mon- 
ey at public outcry than the authori- 
ties hoped to receive for them. 

Opposes Mere Bonds. 

Mr. Quinn declaréd himself to be 
opposed to bond issues for schools or 
for any purpose whatsoever unless ‘re- 
forms are brought about in the city 
tax assessor's office which will insure 
the people of the city a more equitable 
valuation of real estate. 

“I have figures,” said Mr. Quinn, 
“gathered after a careful investiga- 
tion, which show that the city paid 
for properties to be used for schools 
$270,000 in excess of the 100 per 
cent valuation placed upon these 
properties by the city. And it is gen- 
eral knowledge, having been publish- 
ed in the newspapers, that the y 
authorities were much disappointed in 
the amounts received for the aban- 
doned school property when’ sold at 
rublic auction,” 

Mr. Quinn stated after the meeting 
that $50,000 had been paid for the

London, August 22.—Hundreds of 
skilled British workmen already are 
gathering at Southampton and Liver- 
pool to sail for American ports as 
part of the new September emigra- 
tion quota. 

Sir Auckland Geddes’ report on 
Ellis island conditions has failed to 
have any retarding effect. Faced 
by a winter of heavy unemploy- 
ment and suffering, thousands of the 
best type of British mechanics and 
laborers are preparting to make a 
uew start in the United States. 

Employment prospects are gloomy 
here, 

At the present time, 1,185,000 men 
are officially registered as being out 
ot work.* When account is taken of 
their families, this means that 6,000,- 
000 a are in distress for want 

8. 


Even this number, however, does 
not indicate the full extent of indus- 
trial depression in the British Isles, 
for large numbers of jobless men 
neglect to register their names with 
the ministry of labor. 

Government Is Worried. 

Government officials do pot conceal 
their alarm over the prospect of a bit- 
ter winter. ‘The ministry of labor 
has cutiined schemes of relief, which 
entail an expenditure of $150,000,00U0 
in promoting construction works and 
other measures designed to provide 
employment, but these proposais have 
been attacked as vague and inade- 
quate. Kven the government admits 
that the relief projects will not care 
tor more than 300,000 men and of 
this number, 100,000 will benefit only 
indirectly. ‘ 

‘The prospéct has immense poten- 
tiulities, tor 1t promises to undermine 
not only the economic situation, but 
will exert a pronounced effect on po- 
litical and social conditions. 

All discussion of the subject eventu- 
ally recognizes the fact that industry 
will receive no material stimulus, un- 
til conditions on' the continent become 
stabilized. That explains Britain’s 
desperate anxiety to settle the Franco- 
German struggle. It also reveals why 
a growing section of British opinion 
lh fears that France not only seeks 
the political and military control of 
Kurope, but is also going after eco- 
nemiec domination. British industrial- 
ists charge that France, by keeping 
central Europe in a ferment, of dis- 
turbance and despair, is closing Brit- 
ish markets while she consolidates her 
own position. 

Industrialists Protest, 

The industrial group in the house of 
commons, headed by Sir Allan Smith, 
nad addressed a letter to Premier 
strongly protesting against 
the government’s attitude toward un- 
employment, as outlined in a recent 
debate in the house. The industrial 
group declares:

food and feeds with cotton money. 
Our farm program must be changed. 

One thousand negro farmers left

Moving Pictures 
Now Are Reality 


BY RODNEY F. DUTCHER. 

Chicago, August 22.—Motion pic- 
tures with three dimensions have be- 
come a reality. 

On a screen 40 feet wide and twen- 
ty feet high, George K. Spoor, owner 
of the Essanay Film company, Sun- 
day demonstrated them at hig studio 
here and declared they were about to 
revolutionize the movie industry. 

Spoor, who closed down his great 
fiim plant seven years ago, when -he 
commanded a world-wide market for 
his films, has spent seven years and 

500, in developing “natural vis- 
ion” pictures, which add depth and 
width and height of the. standard 
movie. Sunday he announced the im- 
mediate organization of a great new 
company of players which will be- 
gin making these pictures on a huge 
scale. 

Eleven pictures in relief, thrown 
on the big screen to a private andi- 
enee Sunday, were regarded as the 
mightiest and most potential scenes 
ever made with a camera. At all an-

An automobile seemed not a motion 
picture, but an actual automobile. A

Figures 
walking into the pictures appeared to 
be walking on a level] stage, and a 
landscape, embracing hundreds of 
acres, seemed] to be the wooded fields 
themselves seen from the mouth of a 
durk tunnel. When one figure pass- 
ed in front of another the impression 
of distance between was clear. These 
pictures made the ordinary picture 
look like a thumb-nail vignette. 

When a tree was shown, members 
of the small audience gained the im- 
pression tha® they could walk around 
it. 

Ever since the establishment of the 

film industry, producers and inventors 
have sought to add the third dimension 
to motion pictures. Many film men 
who have had an intimation of what 
was going on in the Essanay plant 
here have repeatedly declared the pic- 
ture of three dimensions impossibie of 
realization, and optical experts 
throughout the world ‘have scoffed at 
the possibility of life-likeness when 
one picture was superimposed upon 
another, 

Scores of new problems in cinemat- 
ics had to be overcome to secure this, 
according to Spoor, who worked on the 
new pictures with P ‘wes Berggren.

perforating, printing ‘and 
projection machines and the construc- 
tion of a vast screen on entirely new 
principles. No single feature of the 
new @gamera, four times larger than the 
old, has hitherto been used. Using two 
lenses, it superimposes one picture 
upon another. The film is two and 
a half inches wide, twice the width 
of the standard film, and each picture 
thereon has three times the former 


area, 
Took Years to Perfect. 

The camewh took years to perfect. 
Spoor says. Then came the task of 
devising a projection machine which 
could throw pictures on a screen “‘in 
the round.” It involved optical prin- 
ciples never before tried. And fail- 
ure followed failure through a _ suc- 
cession of experiments, until very re- 
eently the problem was solved. 

The screen problem came next and 
was finally solved by a transparent 
curtain of interference lines, in prin- 
ciple a part of the projection ma- 
chine, but placed 135 feet from the 
lens. All this work was done in great- 
est secrecy behind closed doors in the 
studio. Occasionally long delays were 
necessitated when new /rarieties of 
lenses had to be sought abroad. The 
scene of the experiments was former- 
lv one of the country’s greatest film 
plants.

Washington, August 22,—What 
everybody calls “the business situ- 
ation” is much on Washington's 
mind. To some it is a matter of con- 
cern for political reasons. leoking to 
the election next year. To others it 
is a matter of concern from the point 
of view of. the administrative manage- 
ment of the eountry.: This latter 
group is trying to determine, first, 
whether business is likely to grow 
better, or to grow worse, through the 
operation of ordinary conditions; and 
second, had conditiong threaten, 
what can be done to forestall them 
‘within the limits of legitimate gov- 
ernment influence on business and in- 
dustry. 

Nearts all the pessimism starts with 
the Ruhr and Europe. It is true 
from the economie point of view, the 
Rubr and Europe are very bad in- 
deed. They have been worse al] along 
than America has-understood. From 
the standpoint of business and get- 
ting the world back to economic nor- 
maley, the Ruhr situation is sheer 
madness. But the thing to remem- 
ber is that the Ruh: situation can 
change for the better overnight. It 
is within possibility that on any 
morning the dispatches from Europe 
might be such as to give practically 
every line of business in America a 
stimulus toward optimism. If France 
and Britain should settle their dif- 
ferences, and if they should fix Ger- 
many reparations at a feasible sum, 
instantly ahput every business man 
in Germany and many in other coun- 
ties, would be a customer for Ameri 
can goods and American credit. This 
is the hopeful possibilits. 

the other hznd if Britain and 
France do not agtee things will be 
very bad indeed throughout western 
Europe; and from a present bad they 
would go to a future worse. But 
while this is true, it is not true that 
worse conditions in Europe will alone 
or necessarily make worse conditions 
in’ America. Nearly everybody who 
looks into the situation thoughtfully 
says that America has already dis- 
counted the worst that can happen 
in Europe. 

Keep Hands Off. 

In other words, one turn of affairs 
in Europe might give an immense 
®imulus to America; the other turn 
cannot make things materially worse 
for us. The consideration of this Eu- 
ropean aspect of our. American eco- 
nomic future may be concluded by 
Saying that practically no person of 
any consequence in Washington be- 
lieves that America ,either can or 
ought to attempt anything in the 
way of initiative toward settling the 
Ruhr question. It is a thing of fate 
which we ean not control or afféct 
| within the restraints of wise action on 
‘our part. There are some who say 
'we might try to purchase an early 
prosperity in Europe, b, forgiving 
, several billion dollars of debts; but 
practically no one in any position of 
responsibility believes it would, be 
| either wise or practicable for us to 
try this. The cure of Europe must 
‘arise within Europe. Only in case 
all the parties concerned should ask 
us to act as mediator can we take a 
‘hend in the situation. As to the 
money and credit which Europe must 
ii:ave so soon as it gets on the track 
|again, every business man in Europe 
knows that American private bankers

Dayton, Ohio, August 22.—Surpass- 
ing even the wildest dreams of its de- 
signer and other air service officials, 
the Barling bomber, world’s largest 
airplane, completed its maiden flight 
at Wilbur Wright field this evening. 

Ease with which the giant dread- 
naught of the air wag maneuvered, 
both on the ground and in flight and 
the slow take-off and landing speeds, 
were the chief features of the perform- 


ance, witnessed by less than 1,000 visi- 
tors and characterized as the most 
promising maiden flight ever under- 
taken by any aireraft. The plane was 
in the air 28 minutes. 

Only one minor detail was found 
to be in other than pdefedi order dur- 
ing the flight. ‘This was the connect- 
ing rod between the upper and lower 
elevator planes on the tail, which vi- 
brated considerably, according to mem- 
bers of the crew.

Shakes With Nervousness.

Negro Migration 


Northward Stirs 
Up Politicians 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 


Washington, August 23.—Political 
leaders are watching the migratory 
flood of negroes pouring into north- 
ern states in the belief that it will 
have an influence in the next presi- 
dential election, 

The northward movement of both 
skilled and unskilled workers it go- 
ing ahead in. an astonishing manner. 
Over 356.000 have migrated to north- 
ern industrial centers since Decem- 
ber last year. The exodus from the 
south is showing no signs of slack- 
ing, according to reports to the labor 
department, and officials who «are 
carefully noting the migration throw 
up their hands when asked how long 
it will last, ? 

That thi* movement is going to 
have its effect on the political com- 
plexion of the next presidential elec- 
tion is not denied by politicians. 
Large numbers of these workers are 
going into states listed as doubtful 
and taking up their residence. Demo- 
crats are somewhat concerned. 

Hold Balance of Power. 

“In such states as New York, New 
Jersey, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, 
the negroes hold th balance of pow- 
er, and there is a strong negro vote 
in other doubtful states, such as 
Marvland, Delaware, Missouri and 
Kansas,” one democrat said. 

While democrats realize the signifi- 
cance of the movement, they point 
to several recent developments and to 
results of the last elections as indi- 
cating that much of the negro vote 
in doubtful states will swing demo- 
cratie in the next election.

And yet, in its real analysis, the 
careless walkers, or the slow think- 
ers, or the absent-minded drivers or 
pedestrians may, and do, endanger 
their own lives every day—and the 
lives of others—despite the fact 
that they may be the very opposite 
of reckless, and shining examples of 
sobriety: 

Not all the blame for accidents 
is traceable to careless and reck- 
less drivers of automobiles. Fre- 
quently passengers alighting from a 
Street car in the front will step 
thoughtlessly in front of the car, 
even after it has started up and the 
line of motors at its right has 
moved along with it. 

People must drive right, walk 
right; and all elements entering into 
a city’s life must cooperate in bring- 
ing about a greater degree of safety 
on the streets. This applies, too, to 
children playing in the suburban 
streets, and to the responsibility of 
parents in the premises,

Electric light and power wires 
which are erected along our streets 
and alleys are liable to break and fall 
at any time. 


A child, knowing nothing about the | 


dangers of electricity, is apt to pick 
up a loose wire and receive a fatal 
shock. 

Parents should instruct their chil- 
dren carefully on the following points: 

Do not touch any wire lying in the 
street that may be charged and don't, 
let other children touch it. Ask some- 
one to telephone to the police and in 
the meantime stand by it to warn 
others of the danger.

Never fool with any wires you find 
strapped to a pole.

‘ TE ee ON fam mm Pee a a 
HARD WATER AS A BEVERAGE. 

Hardness in water is due to the 
presence of solable salts of calcium 
(lime) and magnesium chiefly. These 
salts form a curd with soap instead 
of alather and, therefore, waste soap. 
Boiling removes what is ealled “tem- 
porary hardness,’ which depends on

Soft 
water is preferable for cooking vege- 
tables. Hardness is of no great im- 
portance from the sanitary viewpoint, 
except that it tends to discourage 
cleanliness, makes it so much harder 
to have a clean shirt or a clean skin. 
But nowadays theré arevery efficient 
and inexpensive automatic water soft- 
ening outfits which take care of the 
problem-in home, industrial plant or 
institution. 

Hardness is not an objectionable 
feature in water for drinking pur- 
poses. If the water is pure (free from 
pollution) and satisfactory in. taste. 
its hardness is possiblv even a desira- 
ble feature. for, according to modern 
studies of human nutrition, the ordi- 
nary diet of American town and city 
dwellers is more often deficient in cal- 
cilum (lime) than in any other chem- 
ical element (not excepting iron); the 
body can utilize the lime of drinking 
water if there is a shortage of lime in 
the food. <An adult’s body contains 
about three pounds of lime: a mini- 
mum daily ration of 10 to 15 grains 
ef lime in the natural food form is 
essential to health. 

An adult’s body contains more than 
a hundred pounds of water: one in 
health requires an average daily ra- 
tion of two quarts of drinking water, 
hesides something over one pint taken 
as 2 chemical constituent of solid 
foods. 

A shortage in. the daily calcium or 
lime ration is likely to entail serious 
impairment in health. but a surplus 
of calcium or lime, if such a thing 
could be, is of small consequence. so 
that no one need worry about drink- 
ing hard water if the water is free 
from pollution and taste good. 

Rain water is practically distilled 
water—water which has been evapo- 
rated to vapor and condensed—and 
wholesome for drinking, though flat in 
taste, like ordinary distilled water. 
The taste of water is naturally im- 
parted by the mineral matter; a per 
son accustomed to hard water finds 
soft water unsatisfactory. Travelers 
sometimes suffer temporary digstive 
disturbances from sudden change from 
hard to soft, vr from soft to hard. 
water. This discomfort lasts a dav or 
two. and is the only undesirable effect 
attributable to the drinking of hard 

water.

special emphasis in the southeast, :it 
Was announced Wednesday by Gov- 
ernor M. B. Wellborn, of the federal 
reserve bank. The new features -of 
the warehouse act became a law with 
the passage of the amendments of 
Senator W. J. Harris, of Georgia. 

The American Farm Bureau federa- 
tion has advised Senator Harris of its 
interest in the legislation and express- 
ed approval of the amendments, The 
federation has sent a copy of the 
Harris changes to every county. bu- 
reau in their organization, 

Governor Wellborn has announced 
that the federal reserve bank gives 
preference to cotton stored in ware-,. 
houses licersed under the warehouse 
act, and Robert F. Maddox, president 
of the Atlanta National bank, ex- 
presses the belief’ that the clearing 
house associations in the larger cities 
of the south should have the matter 


ight to their attention, and they 
ar. d lend their efforts to encour- 
aging government bonded warehouses. 

“The main purpose of the act,” 
Governor Wellborn, said, “ig to estab- 
lish a warehouse receipt, that is easily 
and widely negotiable as collateral 
for loans and therefore of definite 
assistance to farmers in financing 
and marketing their crop in an order- 
ly manner.’ 

The warehousemen handle the de- 
tails of the licensing with the secre- 
tary of agriculture, at Washington, 
D. C., charged with the administra- 
tion of the law. 

One feature in the change is the 
viriety of products which may be 
stored was broadened from only cot- 
ton, wool, grains, tobacco and flax- 
seed. Senator Harris has urged that 
such products as peanuts, syrup, pe- 
cans, cotton seed, cotton seed meal and 
cotton seed hulls be added under the 
authority given the secretary of agri- 
culture to determine the products 
which may be stored in a_ licensed 
wrarehonuse, 


Governor Prepares to Call 
Extra Session of Assembly 


Governor Clifford Walker is mak- 
ing preparations to issue-his call for 
an extraordinary session of the Geor- 
gia general assembly within the next 
several days, it was announced at the 
executive department Wednesday. The 
date of the session will be fixed for 
the early part of Nevember, the gov- 
ernor said. 

When asked if there was any pos- 
sible “chance of the extraordinary ses- 
sion not being held,” the executive re- 
plied there was none. 

“The call already would have been 
issued had there not been other im- 
portant matters demanding immediate 
attention,” he continued. “T have 
been reading and signing bills since 


'the assembly adjourned last week in 


addition to other work. The contents 
of the call require careful considera- 
tion.’ 

Appointment of a special commis- 
sion to study the tax problem and re- 
port to the legislature this fall will 


not be made until next week, the gov- 
ernor said. This commission will be 
composed of members of the house 
and senate and citizens representing 
farmers, bankers, manufacturers and 
merchants. The governor has several 
names for appointment under consid- 
eration, but has not made them pub- 
lic, 

In addition to studying the tax prob- 
lem, the commission will be asked to 
make a budget, showing in detail the 
needs of educational and eleemosy- 
nary institutions of the state and to 
frame a ten-year program of construc- 
tion and maintenance ‘‘which will 
place these institutions in line with 
the progressive states of the union.’ 

The call for the extra session, said 
the governor, will designate the tax 
problem as the chief and only subject 
for consideration. In this subject will 
be included another request for repeal 
wf the tax equalization law and the 
passage of measures to create An- 
other system of taxation, he stated.

Dundee Was Always Able to Give Leonard 


Great Fight in Spite of the ) 
Weight Difference. :

Johnny Dundee has all the best of 
it in his match with Benny Leonard 
September 5. Johnny won't take a 
title into the ring, and Leonard will. 
If Dundee even outpoints Leonard, 


decording to the decision of two judges 
or one judge and the referee, Johnny 
will become lightweight champion of 
the world. 

But if Leonard outpoints Dundee, 
or knocks him out, Dundee won't lose 
anything at all. It wouldn’t destroy 
the reputation of the featherweight 
champion to be knocked out by the 
King of the lightweights. 

Dundee started his quarrel with 
Benny Leonard in 1915, when the two 
aspirants for titles fought ten rounds 
with no decision, very little separat- 
ing them at the finish. The next year 
Dundee and Leonard fought ten 
rounds and six rounds, still without 
much damage to either. 

For a couple of years they let 
each other alone, apparently both 
being satisfied to pick easier victims. 
Then in 1918, when Benny was 
lightweight champion of the world, 
they fought twice, the net result 
being six and eight round contests 
without serious results. By this time 
Dundee and Leonard were well ac- 
quainted. The next year they boxed 
eight rounds without a decision. 


The Scotch Wop's Hop Scotch. 


Ever since Leonard became cham- 
pion Dundee has been annoying Ben- 
jamin with loose talk about de- 
manding a decision match. Leonard 
let him talk. The no-decision money 
was just as good at the bank. Benny 
knew Dundee's style so well by this 
time there was no risk at all in 
boxing him without a decision. You 
never can be quite sure what two 
judges and a referee may do. Why 
be foolish? 

This time, and for the first time, 
Dundee is to have his wish gratified, 
for the fifteen-round bout at the Yan- 
kee stadium is to have a decision 
attached. 

Benny is one of the few boxers who 
have solved Dundee’s hops and skips, 
his dodging and ducking, his elusive 
openings.

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GOOD SALADS OF EGGS. 

Now that eggs are plentiful, egg 
salad forms one of the best of the 
substantial luncheon salads.

Latest ‘available forecasts show 
that the wheat crop this year will 
run about eight per cent behind last 
year, but a 200,000,000 bushel carry- 
over from 1922 is what has caused 
all the trouble. The corn crop is 
about the same. Potatoes are off 
about 16 per cent and cofton 17 per 
cent.

New York, August 22.—Detectives 
working on the nation-wide hunt for 
three-months-old Lillian McKenzie, 
kidnaped from her carriage in front 
of the store in which her mother was 
shopping last Saturday, were working 
on two new theories tonight. One 
was that a woman mendicant had 
taken the child to support her hard 
luck story when seeking alms.

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Paris, August 22.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Germany can obtain 
evacuation of the Ruhr only by pay- 
ing reparations, she can assure atten- 
uation of the rigors of the occupation 
by ceasing passive resistance and she 
can win no reduction in the amount 
she owes France unless the allied 
creditors of France see fit to give 
France credit fér equal amounts on 
her war debts. 

These are the conclusions of Pre- 
mfer Poincare’s reply to Marquis Cur- 
zon’s reparation note of recent date. 
The French government also express- 
es its belief that the allies can agree 
on methods of brigging about the exe- 
cution of the treaty by continuing 
courteous negotiations. 

The British proposals for a re-es- 
timate of Germany’s capacity for pay- 
ment, and Lord Curzon’s suggestion 
that the question of the legality of 
the occupation of the Ruhr be re- 


ferred to the Hague, are rejected, and 
the French position is reaffirmd as 
unchanged. 

France holds that a settlement of 
the question of inter-allied war debts 
should wait upon final payment by 
Germany of fifty billion gold marks 
in reparations comprised in the A 
and B bonds. Official opinion of the 
reply, as set forth in the summary in 
English given out today at the for- 
eign office, is that the note contains 
the elements of a practical solution 
of the reparations problem, but a 
careful reading of the communication 
shows that, in the opinion of M. 
Poincare, the only practical solution 
is for Great Britain to accept the 
French thesis in every detail. . 

iority of Reparations. 

Premier Poincare stresses the prior- 
ity of reparations over other war 
costs as represented by the inter-al- 
lied debts. 

“France never repudiated the debts 
she contracted during the war, either 
to England or to America, in the in- 
terest of the common victory,” the 
note asserts. 

France is also the creditor of the 
other allies for five or six billion gold 
marks, the summary continues, but 
“there can be no doubt but» that in 
the minds of those who drafted the 
treaty, damages to persons and prop- 
erty were to be granted priority over 
war costs.” Therefore, asks the note, 
is it to be supposed that “such war 
costs, which the allies agree should 
rank after reparations, after pensions 
and after the damages stipulated in 
the treaty, and which they do not 
claim from Germany, are now to be 
claimed by the allies from each other 
before Germany has even begun to 


pay up.” 

Referring specifically to the Brit- 
ish demand for the payment of. four- 
teen and one-fifth billion gold marks, 
the summary continues: 

“We do not suppose that England 
intends to claim the sums owing her 
by the allies before reparations are 
actually settled. She will certainly 
be the first to realize that in order 
to pay what she owes France must 
previously have recovered her con- 
tributive power, have repaired her 
grievous loss, and must be in a posi- 
tion to meet German competition 
with equal weapons. 

“Tt is, no doubt, to England's in- 
terest that Germany shall recover. It 
certainly cannot be to her interest 
that France should be diminished.” 

The summary begins by describing 
the note as “a genreal and sympathet- 
ic statement of the position taken

LONDON DISAPPOINTED 
OVER FRENCH NOTE. 


London, August 22.—({By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—In the absence o 
Prime Minister Baldwin, Lord Curzon 
and other cabinet members, no ex- 

ression of official opinion’ regarding 
remier Poincare’s latest addition ‘to 
the reparation issue was forthcoming 
today. In official querters in: London 
the firsttimpression of the note, based 
upon the French official summary. 
was one of disappointment. Many of 
those versed in the intricate indemni- 
ties problem felt that the note con- 
stituted no substantial advance on 
the French premier’s previous commu- 
nications although fiey were im- 
pressed by dts frienaly, conciliatory 
spirit. 

Other observers, while regretting 
the argumentive, unsielding tone of 
the document, felt there was some eie- 
ments of satisfaction in it and that 
at least kept the field clear for fur- 
ther discussion. 

Regret was expressed over France’s 
refusal to have an international com- 
mission assess Germary’s capacity to 
pay and at the French insistence that 
the present reparation commission 
shali continue periodically to «eter- 
mine the Gernfan financial ability. 
The British view is tnat the existing 
reparation body is essentially a 
Franco-Belgian organization. 

Disappointment also is manifested 
regarding Premier P>incare’s. unalter- 
able stand regarding the legality of 
the Ruhr occupation. Similarly st is 
inevitable that disappoiitment should 
be caused by Frances statement that 
an understanding could be reached if 
the reconstruction of the devastated 
areas were given priority over their 
reparations and the discharge of al- 
lied debts. 

Tire feeling in Great Britain is that 
this con:titutes a selfish disregard’ by 
the French of Grent Britain's own 
pressing need of repa;ment and in- 
demnification. 

It may be pointed out, 
that the foregoing represeAts only 
hasty non-official views based ‘ipon 
the brief telegraphed summaries and 
it is conceded that a careful reading 
of the complete text may reveal some 
points of agreement or compromise 
which are not now apparent. 

The note is of sucs a voluminous 
character that it engaged-the naiten- 
tion of severa! translators in the Brit- 
isch foreign office most of the night, 
and the ministers will not have full 
translations before them until this 


evening. 

The British cabinet will examine 
the document with painstaking care 
to discover if it offers even a partial 
ground for agreement and no -etfort 
will be spared by the ,weovernrment, it 
is forecast, to establish unity of pur- 
pose and aim with a view to continu- 
ing the friendly cooperation of treat 
Britain and France in che settlement 
of this and other Euripeon problems.

She remitted a 
large part of the taxes due from the 
most powerful manufacturers and 
even granted them indemnities and 
subsidies. She has reconstructed her 
merchant fleet, which is now compet- 
ing with the British in American wa- 
ters. She has undertaken an immense 
program of public works such as 
France was obliged to postpone.” 


Cites Previous Decisions. 


Premier Poincare cites previous de- 
cisions of*the allies to prove that the 


occupation of the Ruhr is legal. He 
mentions the rapid recovery of Aus- 
tria as proof that Germany could 
have put her finances in order had 
she wished to do so. 

The French program, he says, is 
“simple,” for she asks “from the first 
two series of bonds twenty-six billions 
in addition to enough from the C 
bonds to pay the allied war debts.” 

In the text the premier, replsyrh¢ 
to Marquis Curzon, frames his an- 
swres in a tone less sharp but no less 
catagorical, re-affirming the French 


resolution, “a hundred times repeat- 


ed, not to renounce one centime of her 
reparations claim which is regarded 
as gacred and which does not resem- 
ble any other claim.” 


He repeats the determination of 
France not to give up the pledges she 
holds until after complete payment of 
reparations has been made. 

Referring to the proposed re-esti- 
mate of Germany’s capacity to pay, 
the reply says: 

“We confess we are unable to un- 
derstand what the British government 
means by capacity of payment and 
present capacity of payment. Ger- 
many’s is equal to nothing, by will of 
the empire itself. All expert calcu- 
lations are useless.” 


Debt Not Repudiated. 


The note then asks: 

“Does the British cabinet want to 
suppress Germany’s debt entirely un- 
der the pretext that her capacity for 
payment has been provisionally an- 
nihilated.” 

The, premier replies pointedly to 
Curzon’s intimation that Great Brit- 
ain may soon be obliged to ask France 
to pay her war debt. He says: 

“France has never repudiated her 
debts. and never will, but she ig con- 


vinced that no British government | 


will ever apply to an ally the pres- 
sure that the London cabinet does 
not find it possible to apply today to 
the former enemies of France.” 

He repeats the assurance that 
France will attenuate the occupation 
of the Ruhr if Germany ceases her
